EXTENDING FOREST 
RESERVES. 


In the creation of the forest 
reserves 
the government has 


done, and is still doing, a great work for the future of the 
nation. 
It is an entirely erroneous 
idea that a forest reserve 


absolutely withdraws such timber lauds from contributing in 
any degree 
to the demands of the lumber industry. 
On the 


contrary, timber is permitted to be cut on these reserves 
uu- 


der strict 
supervision. 
Fallen timber is sold, 


also a judicious thinning out of the standing 
timber, and 


the cutting of all dead trees is permitted. 
The timber is sold 


for commercial 
purposes 
at a fair price. 
In this way the 


forest is protected, while £the lumber industry is benefitted 
rather than injui-ed. 
Waste is eliminated as 
much 
as pos- 


sible. 
By this system the timber supply may be perpetuated 


indefinitely, whereas 
by the 
wasteful methods resorted 
to in 


the past the forests would disappear 
within the next genera- 


tion, 


The forest service is contemplating enlarging the forest re- 


serve extending fromPlumas county on the north to the vi- 
cinity ofPlacerville 
on the South. 
Itis proposed 
to add 


something like 700,000 
acres 
to the already 
vast 
area in- 


cluded 
within the 
boundaries 
of 
the 
present 
reserve. 


Congressman 
Englebright, ever alerfwhere 
the interests 
of 


his district are involved, has taken 
prompt 
action, 
and 
has 


Succeeded inhaving the matter suspended 
until the feasibil- 


ity and desirability ofproposed 
increased 
area 
can 
be thor- 


oughly investigated. 
While there can be no question 
about 


the wisdom of the government 
policy ofconserving the natural 


forests by the judicious selection . of suitable tracts of forest 
lands as reserves, itis thought by many 
that the scheme is 


liable to be overdone, 
to the prejudice 
of homeseekers 
and 


mineral prospectors. 
Itis said that a large portion of the 


acreage 
proposed 
to be added 
to 
the 
reserve in 
question 


consists of land adapted for fruitraising, and the 
withdrawal 


of such a vast tract from settlement 
would work against

settliug up of the land by homeseekers.

Heney was shot down in Judge 


Lawlor's court room during 
a recess 
in the trial cf Abe

Uuited Railroads. 
The would-be slayer 
was Morris Haas, 


and the motive for the crime was revenge. 
Haas 
was called 


as a juror in a previous Ruef trial. In the course of his ex- 
amination Heney drew out the 
fact that Haas, twenty years 


before, had served a term in state prison for embezzlement, 
and exhibited his picture in convict garb in the court room. 
This, he claims, wrecked his life, and blackened 
his family. 


In desperation 
he sought the life of the man 
who dragged 


this skeleton into daylight after its twenty years' sleep. 
The 


ballet entered Heuey's temple, and lodged 
on 
the opposite 


side near 
the jaw. 
The wound is a grave one, but in the 


opiniou of his physicians 
he will recover in a 
few weeks, 


without any impairment of his mental 
or physical powers. 


Haas 
committed 
suicide in his prison cell by means ofa 


small pistol which he had concealed 
in his shoe, and which 


the jail authorities had overlooked when they searched him. 
These events have caused intense excitemeut not only in San 
Francisco but throughout the state. They have added greatly 
to the complications of the graft trials, but no doubt the case 
against Ruef 
now on trial willbe pressed 
to a conclusion 


with other attorneys representing 
the prosention.

T h is is perhaps 
th e largest sawmill

capable of turning out th e enormous

T he Held for work aloug this line 
is broad. 
It is well know n that; the 
su p e rio r grades of lum ber aie obtain­ 
ed from jold mature trees, {provided 
they are not weakened 
by decay oi 
o th e r influences. 
In o th e r woids, a 
thousand feet board m easure ot lum ­ 
ber, sawed from a tree two feet in 
diam eter, costs 
Jess an d is worth 
m ore than a thousand feet 
sawed 
from a tree 
ouly eig h t inches in 
diam eter. 
Moreover, 
tim ber 
cut 
from young trees usually contains a 
large am ount of sapwood. 
it ties, 
poles, 
etc., 
are 
cut 
from 
such 
m aterial, they will decay far more 
rap id ly thau if cut from 
heartwood. 
I t is not good business policy, how­ 
ever, in a great many cases to saw 
th e most valuable tim ber into com­ 
m o d ities which are relativ ely low in 
cost, such as ties uud poles.

th e intention therefore, of the com­ 
pany to Und out just w hat size and 
classes of timber can he best utilized

F o r example, can a tree eig h t inches 
in dium eter be best u tilized for ties 
or for Hooriug, and bow 
will the 
p rotits compare if treated with those 
so ld untreated? It seems reasonable 
to suppose that the profits derived 
from the sale of treated tim b er will 
exceed those from uu treated tim ber. 
M oreover, 
the 
greater 
use 
of 
ch em ically preserved wood will u n ­ 
d o u b te d ly result in that wood giving 
a g rea ter life iu service. 
Hence, the 
a m o n u t of timber cut an n u a lly in the 
U n ited Btates, simply to íeplaoe that 
w bioh has decayed, will be m aterially 
decreased, and a further conservation 
of forest resources will result. 
R e­ 
c e n t estimates by the fo re st service 
plaoe this reduction at 10 per cent of 
th e total timber cut.

LOCAL EDITORIAL COLUMN. 


THE C A SE OF H AAS. 


The Haas-Heney tragedy in San Francisco has brought in­ 
to strong relief one of the glaring defects in our judicial sys­ 
tem. 
The lengths to which lawyers are permitted to badger 
a witness or a juror under examination touching his qualifi­ 
cations to sit on a case, have been a crying shame. While no 
one will attempt to even palliate the crime of Haas in shoot­ 
ing down Heney, to any extent whatever, still the consensus 
of opinion will concede that Haas had been harshly dealt 
with. 
H e had committed a crime—embezzlement—some 
twenty years ago, for which he suffered the penalty imposed, 
and was restored to all,his civil rights. 
He had changed his 
name, became a man of family, in fact his offending was lost 
in the lapse of years. It was probably unknown to his family. 
It was no fault or seeking of his that he was called as'a juror 
in the previous Ruef trial. 
He was not disqualified from 
sitting on the case by reason of his former conviction. 
He 
had tried to earn ail honest living since. 
And yet under the 
protection of the court, and in the sacred name of justice, this 
slip from the straight path, committed in the dim past, was 
cruelly paraded before the world, not only to the disgraee of 
the man under examination, but also of the members of his 
family. 
H e says he. at once became a social outcast. 
His 
opportunity to earn a living fell to zero. 
Life was turned to 
bitterness again. 
Frenzied by this reopening of the matter, 
and the taunts of his associates, he fired the happily not 
fatal shot at Heney, keeping another in reserve for himself 
which effectually put an end to his troubles. 
This is the 
picture that Haas drew" just before his suicide of the treat­ 
ment he had been subjected to, apparently under the sanction 
of the law, and certainly under the sanction of the court. 
He was doubtless a weak-minded man, a victim of emotinal 
insanity when he committed the act. But the story furnishes 
a sad commentary upon the conduct of criminal trials as 
conducted in our courts. 
W hy should the whole life of an 
individual under examination as a juror be raked over from 
boyhood up. 
And why should one false step be hurled at a 
man with seeming delight in the halls of justice. 
There is 
no justice iu such methods. 
There is not even common 
humanity therein. There is certainly urgent need ofa change 
in the law to stop the harrowing of a witness in this manner. 
If the past record of a man on examination is permitted, there 
ought to be a limit—say five years—beyond which the law 
should call a halt. 
, 
. 


The constitutional amendment changing the system of 
taxation was defeated. 
It is proposed, however, to try it 
again, as those who have studied the matter thoroughly be­ 
lieve some method on the lines proposed would be a great 
improvement on the present system of raising revenue for 
the support of the government. 


The San Francisco Seawall Act, also the India Basin Act 
were defeated by the heavy adverse vote cast in Los Angeles 
and the whole southeru part of the state. 
Both propositions 
were for making improvements on the harbor front of San 
Francisco, and local jealousy on the part of the southern sec­ 
tion came into play and defeated what were generally conced 
ed 
tbe worthy measures.
